SCHOOL REPORT. 


The following report of the town schools for the year 
ending February 15, 1907, is hereby submitted by the Board: 


Schools have been in session in eleven of the thirteen 
districts for a period averaging twenty-seven weeks; two of 
the districts, Dennett and Locke’s Corner, not having a suffi- 
cient number of pupils to warrant the expense of maintaining 
schools, the pupils were conveyed to other districts. | 


The usual amount of sickness among the pupils was aug- 
mented this year by a number of cases of scarlet fever,making 
it necessary to delay the opening of the winter term at the 
Parade until December L7th. 


The Board has endeavored to follow the plans outlined 
in its report of last vear and it is our belief, based upon care- 
ful observation, that the town of Barnstead has never had 
better schools, taken as a whole, than it has to-day. 


That this belief is not entertained by the Board alone is 
evidenced by the interest shown inthe schools by outside 
teachers and superintendents. 


The small increase in your appropriation for the past 
year has done much to increase the efficiency of the schools, 
for it has enabled the Board to pay better salaries to teachers, 
thereby retaining some teachers who otherwise would not 
have remained, and it also lessened the difficulty of securing 
new teachers for existing vacancies. 
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The old problem of maintaining good schools in the small 
districts, and by small districts is meant those schools the av- 
erage attendance of which does not exceed six or seven pu- 
pils, still remains to be solved. 


As stated last year, these schools are expensive, each 
pupil necessitating an outlay of not less than one dollar per 
week. 


It is not wholly the expense, however, that makes them 
appear undesirable; it is rather the poor returns shown for the 
money expended. 


The Board has in every case secured for these schools 
the best teachers obtainable for the salary paid, but as the 
salary is governed more or less by the size of the school, it 
naturally follows that the grade of teacher is governed in like 
manner by the size of the salary. 


One of the most hopeful signs of the year is the growing 
interest manifested by the parents in all that pertains to the 
upbuilding of the school. Thus the old spirit of unjustly 
criticising the teacher in the presence of the child— a most 
vicious habit and one that invariably works disastrously to the 
discipline of the school—is gradually giving place toa real 
desire to assist the teacher in inculcating in the child, not 
only an honest desire te excel in his studies, but also a proper 
respect for law and order. 


It has often been remarked that the success of a school 
depends wholly upon the teacher. This is not quite true. 


The best equipped school in Barnstead, in charge of the 
most capable teacher, is simply an opportunity offered to the 
pupils of that district to acquire a certain amount of scholas- 
tic training. The child may improve this opportunity or he 
may neglect it, but if he improves it, his success will be due 
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primarily to his own individual efforts, hence the importance 
of right relation between teacher and pupil, parents and 
teacher. | 


During the coming year some needed repairs should be 
made on the school buildings. The old fashioned desks and 
benches at the Tasker building are unsuitable for school pur- 
poses and should be exchanged for good modern, second-hand 
desks whenever such a change can be made economically. 


_ The outbuildings at the Pitman building should be re- 
paired at once. The Parade, Bickford, Shackford’s Corner 
buildings would be greatly benefited by a coat of paint, and 
several of the other buildings need more or less work done 
on them to keep them in good condition. 


In making your appropriations for the coming year, we 
earnestly urge you to consider the advisability of increasing 
the length of the school year to thirty weeks. The advan- 
tages to be derived would be one week added to the fall term 
and two to the winter term, thus giving the older pupils, es- 
pecially the boys, a longer school period at that time of year 
when the duties of the farm are apt to be less pressing. 


The change would cost the town approximately an extra 
$270, How much it would mean to the pupils of the town 
cannot be estimated in dollars and cents.
